Stomach Indigestion 

' The stomach is a muscular sack lined with a membrane 
m wh.ch there are many small glands. As the food enters 
the stomach these little glands secrete the gastric juices 
u-nd the muscles in the walls of the stomach mix them with 
the food. The stomach is under the control of the brain 
the same as an arm or any other part of the body. There 
are nerves leading from brain to stomach and from stomach 
to brain. As soon as food enters the stomach messages 
are sent to the brain. Immediately the glands and muscles 
begin their work. 

The person who is suffering with stomach trouble has 
a pressure on the nerve leading to the stomach so the mes¬ 
sages do not get thru freely. As a result there is incoor¬ 
dination between stomach and brain and we have such 
symptoms manifested as gas, pain, loss of appetite, nausea, 
headaches and trouble with the eyes.

I T IS stated by those in a position to 
know' that paved roads are a paying in¬ 
vestment from the standpoint of the motor¬ 
ist alone, without considering the indii'ect 
benefits to property or the community in 
general- Careful calculation shows that it 
costs an average of two cents per mile less 
to run a car on a paved road than it does to 
lom it on a rough country road.
